Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon's intimation that if 
the Democrats were in office, 
the Korean War would still be 
going on, was his one entirely 
political blow below the belt. 
One must expect such as a sort 
of poetic license of political 
addresses. The Russians pro- 
posed the truce and there is one 
only because they felt the need 
of it. It would have come be- 
cause of that fact. and not be- 
cause of either a Republican or 
a Democratic victory in 1952. 
But,. this was not serious. . 


Spell Out 


What is important is that the 
administration spell out what is 
meant by ‘‘massive, instant re- 
taliation by means and at places 
of our own choosing.’”’ 

‘Instant retaliation’”’ presum- 
ably means atomic bombing of 
Russian and Chinese cities—aft- 
er an act of aggression. | 

What the administration has | 
yet to do—either through Secre- 
tary Duiles, and now through 
Mr. Nixon, is to say what con- 
stitutes aggression under this 
new policy. 

Will we bomb Russian and 
Chinese cities if there is a Com- 
munist attack on Iran, Nepal or 
Turkey? 

Our attitude toward becoming 
involved in Indochina would in- 
dicate we would not consider at- 
tacks. on these countries as ag- 
gressions calling for ‘immediate 
retaliation.”’ 

Also, and even more im- 
portant, what if Communist ag- 
gression takes the form it has 
in Indochina—of guerrilla forces 
supplied by Communist sources 
in China and Russia? Such 
forces might win the war—as 
they did in China itself, or as 
they have come perilously near 
doing in Indochina. . 

There are many more non- 
partisan questions to be an- 
swered.

Fund for Education 
Assists W est Georgia 


Now and then we are reminded that 
of all the University of Georgia units, West 
Georgia College at Carrollton perhaps best 
meets the test of true education. As we 
understand it, that test is the successful 
integration of the college with the com- 


tion, 2,100,000 refugees who have fled East 
Germany and there are 200,000 other dis- 
placed persons. 

The West German government, strug- 
gling to achieve economie recovery and 
to repair devastating war damages, already 
has spent more than $6,000,000,000—four 
times the amount of Marshall Plan aid— 
in attempting to relocate these people. 

To finance this gigantic job, the Ger- 
man pays an average income tax of 40.6 
per cent. On top of that there is a special

I suggested that the practice 
of real prayer could change her 
life and gave her some instruc- 
tions in sending out love thoughts 
instead of hate thoughts and con- 
fidence thoughts instead of fear 
thoughts.

Overweights 
Detended

Some folks gain weight oh, so 
easily, and have a struggle to 
keep pounds even halfway con- 
trolled. This is the case with the 
dieter in today's letter: 


“I see other people eat things 
I wouldn't dare to eat, yet they 
never gain. I've made up my 
mind I have to watch what I 
eat, and I do—but to no avail. 
I am 5° 1%” tall and weigh 185 
pounds. No matter how hard I 
try, I lose ten pounds and that's 
all I can lose. Then if I eat just 
a little bit of something extra, 
back come the pounds. Truly, I 
pare down my meals and live og 
lean meats, low calorie vegeta- 
bles, fruits, skim milk and eggs, 
some bran for elimination and 
one slice of bread.’ 


SINCERE DIETER 


Having read letters from diet- 
ers for lo, these many years, 
I've developed a sixth sense and 
am reasonably certain how much 
an overweight is kidding her- 
self. This dieter_is sincere, and 
definitely has a ‘problem. 


Why do some people take on 
weight so easily? Their calorie 
requirements are considerably 
lower than average. While only 
excess food can cause extra 
pounds, in these cases it takes 
very little extra food to boost 
calories above requirements. For 
today’s overweight, and for any- 
one who must be ever on the 
calorie alert, here's the weight 
control program: 


PROPER HEIGHT 


Figure your normal weight at 
110 pounds for 5 feet and add 5 
pounds for each extra inch. If 
this weight goal seems impossi- 
ble, add an extra 10 per cent of 
total weight to that figure. But 
that’s your top healthy weight. 

To take the fesistance out of 
calorie curbing, develop a philo- 
sophical attitude toward food.

Anyhow, in order to guarantee that they’!] break even on the 
project and are not left holding the bag for the rental of the Fox 
Theatre, the pay of stage hands, hauling and the like, the Music 
Festival Association decided that it is absolutely necessary that 
a majority of the seats go through season ticket sales. 

But, feeling strongly that the purpose of the Met is after all 
to give the greatest number of music lovers possible the greatest 
amount ef pleasure, a fair number of single performance tickets 
are held out. 


And I think you would like to know with what strict impar- 
tiality these are sold. They do not go to people who have pull. 
They do not go to people within the association or the Junior 


League, which handles publicity and tickets in exchange for get- (/ 


ting the proceeds from program advertising to apply to its beloved 
Speech School. 

The single performance tickets go exactly on a first-come 
first-served basis. Mail orders are filed in the precise order in 
which they arrive and are filled accordingly. Last year many had 
to go unfilled. The same thing is sure to happen this year because 
before-handed music lovers had their checks in the mail Friday. 
When the ticket office opens today it will probably 
checks and money orders from people all over the state. 

There may be enough to go around and there may not be, 
which is really a delightful state of affairs for many Atlantans 
who nursed the Metropolitan Opera through several sick seasons 
when tickets went a-begging. 

For the first five years that the Met came to Atlanta it had 
to be subsidized by a determined few, who reached deep in their 
gy and bought dozens of season tickets and handed them out

| The administration prefers 
telephoning or telegraphing gove- 
‘ernors to holding a special meet- 
ling of state governors here. The 
latter, if it is held, would have 
a bad psychological effect upon 
the country by giving the nation 
an idea that conditions are much 
worse than they actually are.
